I undertake a most difficult task in writing a { others. It was there that MM, Barnave, Talleyrand, 


language that is not my own, but I rely on the 
indulgence of my fair readers for the incorrectness 
of my style in recollecting that ideas are more per- 
spicuous when original, and that the facts I intend 
to allude to will always be collected with the 
greatest care. However strange it may appear to 
see a French lady addressing Knglish subscribers, 
still every one of them must agree they cannot get 
better information than from one who spent her 
life in the midst of Parisian society, and who, 
besides, has no pretension to literary, but merely 
to familiar, sketches, 

Before I enter into details of actual facts in 
Parisian society I think it right to initiate my fair 
readers into the salons which first opened after the 
French Revolution, and were so stylish, so influ- 
ential, that their fame went through the world. 
A sketch of that witty period, standing so very 
near us, will be useful when compared to the 
aspect of our present age, ‘The power of the salons 
passed with ladies’ power; and it would be very 
difficult for me to give the slightest idea to your 
minds of the influence that certain of these salons 
had on state transactions and on the choice of 
ministers, 

Opening a salon at that period was not an easy 
matter. A great many signiors, financiers, upstarts 
daily invited numerous guests and gave concerts 
and balls in their gilded drawing-rooms, though they 
had no salons, ‘The reason was the rather difficult 
conditions required to obtain that dreaded power, 
The first of all laid in the wit and temper of the 
lady whose purpose was to wield the honours of 
the drawing-room, She was to have passed that 
age when gentlemen never address young ladies 
but to converse either on their beauty or dress ; her 
mind was to have that high distinction that obtains 
more of men’s self-love than beauty or youth ever 
obtained from their hearts. 

Rank and fortune were useful to these queens of 
the leading world, but not absolutely required ; 
for every one has witnessed Madame du Deffant 
without any fortune, and Madame Geoffrin, wife 
of a manufacturer, having each of them a salon 
where edicts and academicians were made; but I 
will add that the questions carried there were far 
less important than those which distinguished the 
salon of Madame de Staél, 

The second condition of a salon was for the 
master of the house to be polite, insignificant, or 
absent, Anamiable gentleman might have been 
tolerated as master of the house, but at the only 
condition of submitting his mind to the slightest 
arbitrement of the lady presiding over his salon. 

The lady was to be most severe on the choice of 
persons admitted ; for a salon in which all persons 
’ can be received is so very soon badly composed that 

all its consideration and influence are at once gone. 
Moreover, this mistress of the house was to possess 
the most superior mind, and never feel those 
base jealous feelings which could not have allowed 
her to receive a fashionable lady or a successful 
author, She was to know how to place enemies 
fronting each other; give value to talents; and 
turn away the prolix, heavy, and tedious ;—all 
things requiring skill and courage. 

Moreover, ladies opening drawing-rooms were 
to submit to a kind of constant seclusion: stop 
every day for the visitors, and never expect them 
not to meet her. 

In the present day, when a new piece is acted 
almost every evening at every theatre, when in routs 
you expect to be smothered by the crowd, ladies 
cannot understand how any one could wil- 
lingly accept the obligation of stopping every 
evening in a salon, with the chance of standing 
alone, and for the sake of not disappointing habitual 
friends. : 

The advantages of this sedentary custom may be 
appreciated in witnessing the most active and 
talented lady, whose entrance in a drawing-room 
created quite a sensation, opening her salon, and 
submitting to all exigencies to attain her purpose ; 
but the high-minded Madame de Staél was per- 
fectly aware that if she was likely to meet every 
day with admirers to satisfy her pride, and talkers 
to stimulate her will, it was only at home she could 
improve her own mind ; for all news ie ers

THE INCOME-TAX, 
Ture is heroism in the daring which opposes a 
small force to a great undertaking, and, by con- 
summate skill, achieves it, But to rush into a 
danger merely because it is enormous—to attack 
an enemy who is certain to conquer for the sole 
sake of being thoroughly beaten; to create diffi- 
culties merely to show that they can not be over- 
come—proves much the same discretion as that 
which would misguide the man who should fast 
himself into a consumption to prove that he-was 
mortal. 

But, mindful of his leadership when Melbourne 
was Prime Minister, Lord John appears to have 
resolved that he will not again yield his existence 
to the dexterous carving of Sir Robert, like a 
political calf expiring for the nation’s welfare in 
the abatoir of Parliament. On the contrary, he is 
ambitious to play carver himself, and cut up the 
country with an aggravation of that merciless in- 
strument, the Income-tax, which, in his virtuous 
days of opposition, when patriotism cost nothing, 
he denounced as intolerable and unjust. But in 
the very enormity of the threatened infliction lies 
the country’s defence. Such a weapon as his lord- 
ship purposes to wield is only for the sinews of a 
giant, and the unequal man sinks under its weight 
crushed by the effort to do mischief. Already he 
perceives that the rashness of Friday’s announce- 
ment has forfeited that public sufferance on which 
rested the acceptance of his services, and, in pro- 
phetic vein, talks even now of resignation, 

But let us not deny that we owe Lord John 
something, To all appearances the Income-tax, as 
inflicted by Peel, was doomed to hang upon the 
country like a disease which Time has made part of 
the constitution, ‘The public, habituated to the 
grievance, had lost the lively sense of its oppres- 
sion; made their returns; received their tax- 
papers; paid the amount, grumbled, and forgot 
how much they had been defrauded, But, when 
the attempt is made almost to double the most 
iniquitous tax that ever proved a Minister's teme- 
rity and injustice, may we not hope that, indig- 
nant, not more at the attempt itself than at the 
unworthy contradiction which it gives Lord Rus- 
sell 8 former Opposition to the measure, the country 
_ absert its right to be relieved of this intole- 
rable tax, and have it placed upon a footing which 


shall discriminate betwixt the income of toil and 
the income of idleness ? 


_ The objections to this imposition are, first, that 
it 18 extraordinary; and ought, therefore, to be 
resorted to only in time of war, ‘That is a good 
objection, but not unanswerable, 


The next objection is, its inquisitorial nature ; 


which is equally good, yet answerable with the 
preceding, 
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The third objection—which even the subtlety of 
Peel could not answer, and which may, therefore, 
be considered unanswerable—is, that it does not 
discriminate between the sources of incomes, but 
charges as ‘much upon that which is gained by 
ceaseless toil, as on the income which hardly costs 
an entire day’s attention in the year. 

The motive of this want of discrimination is plain. 
Peel said it would be dard to distinguish. Russell 
only says that, if the tax is not to be granted, he 
will resign. With his budget before us, we must 
confess that his lordship would serve his country 
better by fulfilling that resolution than the Com- 
mons would serve it by sanctioning his proposed 
exaction. It would almost seem, indeed, as if the 
disease had so eaten into the constitution that it 
could only be charmed out of it by the sacrifice 
of a Prime Minister. If this is so, we have reason 
to congratulate ourselves that the lot has not fallen 
in some more important quarter, Yet, when the 
Jupiter of Tamworth has hurled the presumptuous 
Phaeton from the chariot he is incapable of guiding, 
and his political sisters mourn his unhappy end, 
one funereal tribute at least may they rehearse in 
memory of his services :—‘* Here lies the unwitting 
Curtius, who freed his country from the income- 


tax,” 


THE MASSACRES IN CHINA. 


We know not when our feelings have been more 
harrowed than they were by the perusal of the 
murder of our countrymen near Canton, as brought 
by the last Indian mail. The sensible and strong- 
worded petition sent by the resident merchants to 
Lord Palmerston will, we have no doubt, produce 
such a despatch to Sir John Davis as will compel 
him, as is his bounden duty to do, to provide as 
far as he can for the safety of the English, It is 
of little importance that he is now aware of what 
he might have known long since—the lying and 
hypocrisy practised by Keying—unless he adopts 
the strongest measures to remedy the existing 
evils; and itis only such measures that the Chinese 
and their authorities can understand. They are a 
people towards whom conciliation is employed in 
vain: they look upon every act of forbearance as 
the result of cowardice ; an unwillingness to assert 
our rights as an acknowledgment of their own 
superiority. Of such notions they must be dis- 
abused. We have been too lenient—too forgiving. 
The payment of the ransom-money for Canton was 
not felt by them asa moral punishment and mark 
of defeat; had we knocked the town about theit 
ears they would have understood that we can 
master them, As it is, they do not believe it. 
The blood of our murdered countrymen demands 
far more redress than the mere beheading of the 
four wretched men whose peculiar execution we 
elsewhere relate. But we are by no means sure 
that they were the really guilty ones. In that 
strange country where the inhabitants are so civi- 
lized in arts, and yet so barbarous in manner, ¢ 
substitute can be found for some promised boon, 
even to suffer death for another, 

Punishment, condign punishment, such as can 
terrify the Chinese into the observance of what is 
just, since they acknowledge no other principle, 
must be inflicted upon those head men of the con. 
federate villages who met in solemn assembly, and 
decreed torture and death to our unoffending coun- 
trymen, There is no palliation of their conduct, 
not the slightest excuse for their crime. We can- 
not learn anything which would induce us to 
suppose that these murdered gentlemen had a pe 
mitted any offence, Five of the six Kad attend 
divine service in the morning ;, two onl cas 
arms, and these merely pocket-pistols. Their = y 
object was a walk, and so confident did they 
in their freedom from danger, that they declined

The protection of treaties availed our unhappy 
countrymen nothing. The Chinese authorities 
keep no faith with us unless compelled to do so ; 
and surely great blame must rest somewhere, that 
no English force, either naval or military, is sta- 
tioned in sufficient number to secure the residents 
from insult and from death, This must be per- 
mitted no longer. 
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THE MURDERS AT CANTON, 

On Sunday, the Sth of December last, Messrs. 
M'Carte, Balkwill, Brown, Rutter, Small, and Bel- 
lamy, embarked ina hong-boat, in the afternoon, 
with the intention of sailing a few miles up the 
river, landing for a walk, and returning to dinner, 
With the exception of the gentleman first named 
they had attended divine service in the forenoon, 
and the afternoon's excursion was simply one of 
recreation and exercise, They had no guns with 
them ; and, unfortunately, only two took the pre- 
caution of carrying pistols, They proceeded as far 
as Mwang-chu-kee, a village about dine miles above 
the factories, and there landed, directing the boat- 
men to await their return, The circumstances con- 
nected with their after-fate are gathered from 
various Chinese witnesses ; and, though the state- 
thers et n 8ome points contradictory, in the main 

gree. 

From this evidence it a »pears that about an hour 
after landing Songs were beat in the village, and a 
person who had gone there to purchase provisions 
informed the boatmen that the villagers were pur- 
suing and beating the foreigners, advising them to 
be off, or the villagers would seize and probably 
kill them, It further appeared that between seven 
and eight o'clock gongs were again beat in an un« 
usual manner, as if something extraordinary was 
going on. This was from four to five hours atter 
the Europeans landed, and from three to four after 
the boatmen were informed that the villagers were 
chasing and beating them. From this we conclude 
that our countrymen were not killed on landing, 
but that, on the second beating of the gong, the 
were made to undergo the inhuman torture whisk 
it will be shown was inflicted upon them repeat- 
edly before murder became an act of mercy, 

t will be observed that these statements agree 
two days and two nights ; and, by the medical 
report at the inquest, it is proved that they were 
bound together and scourged repeatedly, A 
woman saw the commencement of the affray ; the 
party was then six; the people shouted ‘ Fank- 
weil” (foreign devil), and threw mud at them, 
which they did not resent; from mud they pro- 
ceeded to throw stones, their numbers increasing ; 
hoes and farming implements were next used ; a 
shot was fired, and one Chinese fell; a multitude 
had congregated at the sound of the gong, and two 
of the foreigners fell, the people continuing to 
strike them; the other four, after endeavouring to 
appease the people, fled, severely wounded by 
pikes, poles, knives, and stones, ‘The woman saw 
nothing further, :

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
" RIOTS IN PARIS. 


The disturbances which have occurred in Paris have 
occasioned a vast deal of public alarm, and some de- 
plorable incidents. The Government had resolved to 
allow the proposed banquet to proceed just so far as 
was necessary to bring the question of the absolute 
legality of such meetings within the cognizance of the 
courts of justice ; a course the most prudent and con- 
Seeutional: Not content, however, with this species 
of trial, the Oppositlon put forth a manifesto on Mon- 
‘day morning, in which they summoned the National 
Guard of Paris to join this manifestation of opinion 
‘* for the purpose of defending liberty and averting a 
collision by their presence ;’’ and the National Guard, 
thus called out by private authority, was to form in line 
along the whole procession from the Madeleine to the 


Champs Elysées, This appeal determined the Govern- , 


ment to take more efficient measures of repression. 
An-order of the day was pay palin by the 
general commanding the National Guard, reminding 
them that the law formally prohibits the citizens be- 
longing to that body from assembling in their military 
capacity without the orders of their commandin 
oftiarie and imperatively calling upon them to repe 
this insidious and dangerous proposal. The Prefect 
of Police at the samé time published a proclamation 
announcing the firm resolution of the Government to 
prevent the demonstration altogether. The same an- 
nouncement was made in the Chamber of Deputies by 
M. Duchatel ; and in the evening of Monday the Oppo- 
sition deputies abandoned thcir intention of attending 
the Tuesday’s intended banquet. ‘This resolution, 
however, was not known until a very considerable ex- 
citement had been created—the workshops were de 
serted—the whole population thrown into the streets— 
and the garrison occupied every point which was likely 
to be threatened by the mob. 

We shall now give an account of the events which 
have transpired, seriatim. 

TUESDAY. 

HAtr-past ‘Ten o’CLock a.M.—All was peaceable 
up to this time, but there was an agitation abroad that 
suggested uneasiness, ‘The troops were in movement 
in every direction, and the whole line of the Boule- 
vards from the Bastile to the Place de la Madeleine 

resented a continuous stream of people, principally en 
stad: On the other hand, the troops in Paris amounted 
to 100,000 men—quite adequate, one would suppose, 
to make head against any insurrection, The Oppo- 
sition deputies preached peace and submission, and the 
Government expressed its hope that no resistance to 
the laws would be offered, conveying unequivocaily, at 
the same time, the menace that dreadful would be the 
consequences of nonconformity to its orders, A con- 
flict might possibly arise in some quarter or other, but 
the armed force was 80 numerous, and so well prepared 
for action, that it was likely to be of very brief 
duration, 

Twk.ve o’CLocK,—The Boulevard des Italiens and 
the Rue Lepelletier were filled with a deputation of 
students, who arrived at the office of the National 
with the copy of a petition addressed to the Chamber 
for the impeachment of Ministers. The attitude of the 
crowd which followed them was harmless ; but at the 
entremity of the Boulevard—that is, at the Madeleine, 
and thence to the Place de la Concorde, where the 
people formed a dense mass--they began to sing the 
“ Marseillaise,” and a new chorus, ‘ Monrir pour la 
Patrie.’’ Nothing, however, occurred of a really 
alarming character. Nevertheless the money-changers

The Municipal Guards of t P Eee 
at the corner near the Turkish Embassy sallied out 
and attempted to drive the crowd before them; but, 
instead of succeeding, were obliged to retreat into 
their fortified guardhouse to avoid being disarmed, for 
not only did the people not give way, but absolutely 


pressed upon them. The soldiers had scarcely secured 
themselves within, when the people ran off in their 
turn, fearing that they would be fired upon. 

In the Faubourg St. Honoré the pavement of the 
new street, the Rue de Joinville, was dug up, and 
there also a regular barricade was thrown up, but was 
abandoned when the constructors of it found there 
was no opposition to them. From thence they pro- 
ceeded to the Avenue des Champs _ Elysées, where 
they destroyed the superb metal lamp-posts with 
which it is adorned. They were about.to smash the 
Jardin d’Hiver, when a ‘body of chasseurs arrived 
‘au grand galop, and they took to their heels, 

At the Place du Chatelet a formidable barricade was 
also formed, and a gunsmith’s shop in the adjoining 
street (La Megisserie) was plundered.

«WEDNESDAY. 

Two o'Crock.—In the conflicts which took place 
yesterday several lives were lost, and a great number 
of persons were wounded. With astoun hg audacity, 
however, the Journal des Débats, the semi-official 
organ of the Government, coolly says that no lives 
were sacrificed, The same veracious authority declares 
that the municipal guards and the troops conducted 
themselves with the greatest moderation. This is 
another falsehood: the truth is, that the military, 
especially the municipal guard, acted with the greatest 
brutality, actually running their bayonets into women 
and children! I myself saw one of the municipal 
vagabonds fell a peaceable man to the ground with 
the butt-end of his musket. 

I have this moment returned from a long tournée in 
different parts of the capital. Everywhere the shops 
are closed, and all the smaller streets are nearly com- 
pletely deserted, except where they are occupied by 
the soldicry, which is the case wherever it is import- 
ant, in a military point of view, to prevent the access 
of the mob. On the Boulevards there is an immense 
crowd, and an immense gathering of military—infan. 
ay dragoons, light dragoons, and municipal guards, 
The dragoons carry hay and oats with them for their 
horses, as if they expected to be obliged to be out for 
along time to come, It is impossible to go further up 
the Boulevards than to the Porte St. Denis. The Rue 
St. Denis, down which I descended for about a third 
of the distance, is crammed to excess, chiefly by the 
lower classes, In this street, and at the corner of the 
small streets which run into it, the stones in some in- 
stances are torn up right across the street, which shows 
that the people had succeeded in making a barricade, 
whilst in others they are only partially removed, show- 
ing that the people were dispersed before they could 
carry their project into effect, 

Ihave said that it was impossible to advance further 
than the Rue St. Denis, and consequently I could not 
see what was passing in the Rue St. Martin. | learn 
however, that during the morning some sharp conflicts 
took place init, or in the streets which run into it, and 
whilst I was in the Rue St. Denis the report of firing 
was distinctly heard. Different accounts agree in 
representing that several persons have been slain. It 
appears, moreover, that the populace have fought, and 
are still fighting, with great bravery, though, as few of 
them have muskets, the chances are dreadfully against

Haty-past Two o’Ciock.—All the different points 
of the capital, especially those in which the greatest 
danger exists, have been occupied by troops. Bar- 
ricades were established at all the corners of the Rue 
St. Denis and the Rue St. Martin, and in other quar- 
ters; and at that time an engagement was being 
carried on between the troops and the populace. At 
the corner of the Rue Mandar and Rue Montmartre a 
barricade is also established, behind which are men 
armed with pikes and muskets.

SincuLAR Discovery oF AN_ ILLIciT 
Sritu.—On Saturday last a res rectable-looking couple, 
named Richard and Charlotte Tubb, was placed at the 
bar before Mr. Beaton (Southwark), charged with work- 
ing an illicit still.—Frederick Paynter, an officer of the 
Excise, said that on the preceding afternoon he took a 
man in eustody on London-bridge, with a horse and 
cart, having in his possession fourteen gallons of illicit 
spirits.

When he arrived in High-street, Southwark, 
he allowed the horse to have its own way, and on 
coming to Great Suffolk-street the animal turned 
round and entered into Chapel-place, at the rear of the 
Police Court, when he suddenly stopped at a gateway 
and refused to proceed further, Witness had a key 
which he took from the man committed at the Man- 
sion-house, which he found unlocked the gate, and on 
his‘entrance he found a strong smell of molasses wash, 
clearly indicating that a still was at work near the 
place, While he was looking about the prisoners ran 
out of the house and endeavoured to escape, but the 
officers who attended the witness took them into cus- 
tody, They then acknowledged working a still, and 
said they did so to keep them from the workhouse. 
Witness, at the rear of the stables, found a large still 
in full working order.

During the service the wretched 
woman was greatly affected, and shed tears abun- 
dantly. She again attended the afternoon service, 
and subsequently during the evening en aged in 
private devotions with the rev. ordinary, The poor 
creature having expressed a desire to sit up all night, 
her wish was indulged by the female turnkeys in 
attendance; but about two o’clock her strength failed, 
and, throwing herself on her bed, she slept almost 
uninterruptedly for nearly three hours. Once, only 
for a moment, she woke up, but went off again directly. 
At five o’clock she got up, and, having partaken of a 
cup of coffee, she anxiously inquired for the ordinary. 
Mr, Davis, who on similar mournful occasions in- 
variably sleeps in the prison, was with her before six 
o’clock, and at her earnest solicitation administered 
the sacrament. ‘his appeared to give her a great 
deal of comfort, and cartially dispelled the despondency 
under which she had previously laboured. On her 
return from the chapel she was allowed to remain in 
the matron’s room, where, at half-past seven, she took 
a second cup of coffee, but ate nothing. At twenty 
minutes to eight the wretched creature asked the 
ordinary to allow her to sing a hymn. She then sang, 
in a very nice voice, one of Dr. Vatts’s hymns com- 
mencing— 
“« Begone unbelief, my Saviour is near, 
And for my relief will surely appear ; 
By prayer let me wrestle, and he will perform, 
ith Christ in the vessel I smile at the storm.” 
At a few minutes before eight o’clock the sheriffs, 
Messrs. Cubitt and Hill, and the under-sheriffs, 
Messrs. France and Wire, were introduced to the 
culprit by Mr. Cope, the governor of the prison. At 
two minutes before eight o’clock the prison bell began 
to toll, when the procession moved slowly through the 
passages of the gaol to the scaffold. The crowd as- 
sembled to witness the execution (probably owing to 
the sex of the convict) was far more numerous than on 
any similar occasion for some time past. There con- 
duct also, it is to be peated: was far worse than 
usual, the hootings and yells which prevailed for some 
time previous to the culprit making her appearance on 
the scaffold being perfectly dreadful. en this 
burst on the wretched woman’s ear, as she made her 
egress from the walls of the prison, her strength again 
failed, and, but for the assistance of the executioner, 
she would have been unable to mount the steps leading 
to the drop. As it was, a very unusual dela occurred 
after the appearance of the ordinary on the scaffold 
before the culprit came up, and, as may be imagined, 
the interval was one of extreme excitement among the 
spectators. When the wretched woman appeared on 
the drop, her first impulse seemed to be to look up- 
wards at the fatal beam. She then resigned herself 
to the functionary of the law, who completed his horrid 
office in a few moments, and while the culprit was 
ejaculating ‘ Lord have mercy upon me,’ the drop fell, 
and left her body struggling in theair. The sufferings 
the wretched creature underwent, if muscular contor- 
tions and violent motion of the hands and arms be any 
criterion, were truly dreadful. After hanging an 
hour the body was cut down, and in the evening the 
wretched creature’s remains were buried in one of the 
passages of the prison.

Bromwicu.—The inquest on the bodies of the un- 
fortunate men killed in the Heathfield pit was resumed 
before Mr. Hinchliffe, the coroner for that district of 
Staffordshire. During the week two other colliers 
have died, making in all eleven. After about ten 
minutes’ deliberation the jury announced they had 
agreed upon a verdict. On the return of the coroner 
into the room, Mr. Bagnall, the foreman, said, ‘ The 
jury are of opinion that it has been through the negli- 
gence of John Meck, the doggy, that these men lost 
their lives, and the therefore return a verdict of 
‘Manslaughter’ against him.” Meek, who is a man 
from thirty-five to forty years of age, was then com- 
mitted to take his trial at the next Stafford assizes, 
The coroner at the same time intimated to him that, 
if he desired to be bailed out, this might be done on 
his obtaining a judge’s warrant. 

Procrorn1AL Riors in Campripce,—The 
fights which have been kept up at intervals between 
the younger members of the University and the lower 
order of the townsmen of Cambridge have been re- 
newed, and continued almost nightly, during the last 
fortnight. ‘The proctors are no sooner seen proceeding 
on their rounds than they are followed by a pack of 
idle men and boys shouting and increasing their num- 
bers in every street through which they pass until 
they form a ormidable mob. The gownsmen in statu 
pupillari have hitherto been in the habit of taking 
part against the proctors ; but the present proctors, 
with a more acute perception than their predecessors, 
have discovered that the “‘men” do not care on which 
side they fight so that they do but take some part in 
the affray: they have accordingly been charged to aid 
und assist, which they have done with right good will.

Rospery at Futpeck.—A_ very serious

Rainways anp LANDOwNERS.—The fol- 
lowing summury of the results of seven appeals to the 
verdicts of juries which have lately occurred in Lin- 
colnshire furnishes a curious proof of the expectation 
of landowners and of the justice of their complaints 
of want of consideration on the part of railway direc- 
tors. The total amount claimed by the seven land. 
owners was £27,290, the sum offered by the Great 
Northern Railway Company was £12,076, and the 
amount awarded by the verdicts of the juries was 
£11,850, being £226 less than the sums offered by the 
company, and not amounting to 45 per cent. upon the 
sums claimed by the landowners. 


ADVENTURES OF A DesErTER.—A young 
man named John Travis in August last deserted from 
his company at Woolwich.

service, for on its discovery upon him he was dis- 
charged, Subsequently he surrendered himself, being 
in momentary fear of arrest.

Murper At Sea.—In accordance with an 
Admiralty order, on Saturday last a mariner, named 
M. Fitzpatrick, was delivered into the custody of the 
governor of Newgate, for trial at the next sittings of 
the Central Criminal Court, for the wilful murder ofa 
fellow-seaman, of the name of Walter Jenkins, on the 
high seas. According to the depositions returned by 
the solicitor to the Lords of the Treasury, who will 
prosecute, the following are the brief facts connected 
with the affair:—-The unfortunate deceased and the 

risoner were Rellow:ep pron oes on board the brig 
ibson, of the port of Blyth. On the 24th of last 
December the vessel was in the Mediterranean, making 
a voyage from Kertsch, in Russia, and about eight 
o’clock in the morning of that day both parties were 
in the forecastle, with several other seamen. The 
risoner, it appeared, had been using a pannakin 
elonging to the deceased, and had left a quantity of 
slops init. Deceased complained to him of his neglect ; 
and, seeing that his caution had but little effect, the 
unfortunate man threatened to strike the prisoner 
with a piece of rope as he was leaving the forecastle 
with the utensil to clean. ‘The prisoner was then 
heard to say, ‘I will have your life if you touch me 
bpd upon which the deceased remarked, ‘‘ You 
will, will you ?’’ at the same time attempting to strike 
him. The prisoner had a knife in his hand, and, in 
pushing Fitzpatrick along, plunged it into his abdomen 
on the right side. The poor fellow immediately fell, 
and cried, ‘‘I am killed!” He was conveyed to a 
berth, and treated as well as those on board could 
prescribe, and the prisoner was placed in irons. On 
the following day the vessel arrived in Tunis, and the 
wounded man was removed to the military hospital, 
where he died in dreadful suffering. The English 
consul advised the conveying the prisoner to England, 
and on the brig entering the Channel the prisoner was 
taken ashore, and examined before the mayor and 
magistrates at Falmouth, by whom he was fully com- 
mitted to the Central Criminal Court for trial.—GJobe.

The opera season opened on Saturday last, and we 
may pronounce the commencement in all respects 
satisfactory. ‘Two new vocalists achieved decided suc- 
cess, and the ballet is the prettiest that has been pro- 
duced for some time. ‘The successful debutants are 
Mile. Cruvelli, the soprano, and Signor Belletti, the 
baritone, who filled the parts of Elvira and Silva in 
Verdi’s * Ernani.” The lady has a yery sweet voice, 
of extensive compass. For power she is not so re- 
markable as for compass, but the organ is quite equal 
through its whole extent, and her performance is uni- 
formly pleasing. As an actress she has very good 
qualifications, her gestures being dictated by feeling 
and executed with grace.

‘The pekin damas, having a broad black stripe on a 
maroon, blue, or green ground, is exceedingly 
pretty. ‘This beautiful article may also be ob- 
tained in bright colours, for example—pink or 
blue. The stripe is then white pekiné, whilst the 
other part is covered with large damask leaves, 
For indoor dress for young ladies nothing is more 
fashionable than poplin and striped silks, The 
plaided poplins are exceedingly pretty. Many 
promenade dresses made of black, green, or blue 
velvet are closed up the front by a row of fancy 
silk buttons; some by a double row of buttons; 
each row connected together by loops of passe- 
menterie. 

Morning caps of muslin are made in the fanchon 
form; that is to say, the headpiece is cut in the 
shape of a half handkerchief, and the caul is drawn 
or gathered in fulness at the back. These caps 
may be made of plain or sprigged muslin, with 
rows of insertion ; or they may be cut out in plain 
muslin and worked afterwards, They may be 
trimmed with Mechlin, Brussels, or Valenciennes 
lace, Evening caps often consist of a half hand- 
kerchief of lace or blonde, simply fixed on the 
fore part of the head by pins; the point uncon- 
fined at the back of the head, and the two ends

easily and expeditiously made, requiring no other 
materials than those fragments of lace which, after 
having been unpicked from various articles of 
dress, are found scattered about and useless in a 
lady’s drawers, 

The most fashionable pocket-handkerchiefs for 
morning costume and negligé are of thick white 
cambric, simply hemmed, with a row of hem- 
stitch. TheChristian name of the fair owner should

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lords, on Monday, a discussion 


on the presentation of a petition by Earl Fitzwilliam 
ensued on the subject of the operation of the Irish 
poor-law; at the conclusion of which Kar) Grey said 
that it was proposed to send a number of young female 
orphans from unions in Ireland, who had been trained 
to habits of useful domestic industry, as emigrants to 
New South Wales and South Australia, care being 
taken of their well-being during the passage and on 
their arrival in those colonies, trom which arrange- 
ment he anticipated considerable benefit both to the 
emigrants and the colonists would ensue. 

On Tuesday the Earl of Aberdeen, in a speech 
descriptive of the past efforts and the present exertions 
made and making for the suppression of the slave 
trade, concluded by moving for returns showing the 
number of vessels captured by the different squadrons 
of different nations since the treaty was effected by 
which it was stipulated that such a force should be 
employed on the coast of Africa with that object. 

n Thursday nothing material transpired. 

Yesterday the Earl of Hardwicke moved for the 
appointment of a committee on the navigation laws, 


In the House of Commons, on Monday, votes on ac- 
count of the various items in the army and navy esti- 
mates were agreed to. The course pursued by the 
Government as regards the income-tax, and in limit- 

8 the inquiry before the committee to the war esti- 
mates, were subjects freely commented upon. ‘The 
Public Health Bill was read ‘a second time 3; as was also, 
after some debate, the Passengers’ Bill, At the in- 
stance-of Mr. Milner Gibson, the House went into 
committee on the 7 and 8 Viec., c.

motion was agreed to. 

On Wednesday Mr. Anstey continued his speech on 
the.‘‘monster motion.” Mr. Sheil, in one. of his 
happiest efforts, replied to Mr. Anstey. Mr, Urquhart 
contended that, until an answer was given to the 
elaborate and extraordinary statement of Mr. C, 
Anstey, it would be unnecessary to furnish fresh evi- 
dence against Lord Palmerston.

The prisoner 
was sober atthe time, and threatened if witness went 
into the room he would serve her in the same manner, 
Eliza Burgess and Mary Ritchie were then conveyed 
to the hospital, and the police, who had _ previously 
arrived, took the prisoner into custody.—The _pri- 
soner, in defence, said, ‘ 1 was out all Saturday night, 
drinking; after a quarrel with Bliza Burgess, I went 
to ashoemaker’s and got a knife, intending to frighten 
and not to stab her.””—Remanded for a week.

During the troubles and horrors of the Revolution 
lace was laid aside for some time, but fashion has 
again granted it that place in her favour which its 
beauty so well deserves ; and we have everyreason 
to think that it will long reign pre-eminent among 
the articles of a lady’s toilet. 

The manufacturing of lace is frequently ef- 
fected in the retirement of the domestic hearth. 
In Belgium this study is comprised, we may al- 
most say, in the ordinary education of the poorer 
classes. In the towns and in the country, public 
schools have been opened in which this work is 
taught, At the age of five years the children are 
admitted into these schools by paying about two 
francs a month, which expense is soon covered by 
the pupil’s work. At the age of eighteen they 
leave the schools and are expected to find employ- 
ment, : 

Formerly it was the custom to make lace im 
thread, in gold, silver, silk, and copper gilt or 
covered with silver, which were used for the de- 
corations of churches. The most beautiful lace 1s 
made of flax; that made of silk is called blonde, 
and is either black or white. 

Malines lace, Valenciennes and Lille lace, are 
made on a portable frame, which is placed on the 
table or on the knees. This frame consists of a 
plank, stuffed and covered with green cloth; with 
strong but flexible brass pins the lacemaker pricks 
the outline of the pattern she wishes to copy; she 
then surrounds these pins with a very tine flax 
thread, made expressly for this work on little 
bobbins, The toile or dessin, and the champ or 
réseau (the names of different parts), are made at 
the same time in almost all laces, except the point 
d’Angleterre and point d’Alencon. The number 0 
bobbins used is generally in proportion to the 
width and fineness of the lace that is to be made : 
for example, for a Valenciennes, of the usual 
quality and an inch in width, fifty or fifty-two 
bobbins are used; for one of an inch to an inch 
and a Half in width, seventy-five bobbins are 
used; and the same in proportion for all widths. 

The pay of the lacemakers varies from half a 
franc to a: franc (dd, to 10d.) a day, according to 
skill and talent. Some few, but it is a great ex- 
ception, have as much as one franc and a half a 
day. The importance of the towns of Venice, 
Alencon, Lille, Brussels, Anvers, Malines, Valen- 
ciennes, and Bruges has very much decreased in 
respect of this kind of manufacture, by the rising 
of fresh places for the produce of it; howeve?» 
they still owe to it a great portion of their pt?” 
sperity. 

A very curious experiment was tried in respec 
of the manufacture of lace, in 1832, by a talente ; 
officer residing at Munich. This man at oe 
arrived at making a manufacture of silk blonde 0 
quite a particular kind, and in the manufacturing 
of which caterpillars are the only-;workmen. 

A paste was made of the leaves on which the 
caterpillars are nourished, and a thin piece was 
laid on a flat stone; then, with a brush dipped es 
olive oil, the parts which were to be open were 
drawn, The stone was placed in an inclined Pp 
sition, and, after taking an immense number 0 
caterpillars, those were chosen whose thread was 
thick enough. : 

These insects began eating the paste which was 
laid on the stone, avoiding invariably those patts 
which were oiled; they spun as they advancee, 
and the threads interwoven furnished a lace of the 
lightest tissue, and a most surprising strength. 
veil worked in this manner, twenty-six inches 42 
a half by seventeen inches, weighed only a {sae 
and a half; nine feet square of this tissue weighet 
only four grains and a third, while the same 
quantity of very fine blonde weighs two hundre 
and sixty-two grains and a half.
